4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art taken 
either singularly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest the limitations of the 
independent claim(s), in such a manner that a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102 or 103 would be 
proper. The prior art fails to teach a combination of all the claimed features as presented in 
claim(s) 1, 46, 71, 100, 132, and 156, wherein the claimed invention comprises, in claim 1, an 
eye viewing device comprising a portable housing, an illumination system partially disposed in 
said housing, a processor system processing image information corresponding to image signals 
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generated by said image sensor, a replaceable module comprising said image sensor replaceably 
received in said holder, in claims 46 and 71, at least first and second replaceable modules , 
wherein first module comprises an eyepiece lens facilitating direct view of an eye structure and 
second module comprises at least and image sensor generating image signals, in claims 100 and 
132, an illumination system projecting a converging cone of light converging at an apex and 
diverging thereafter, wherein said imaging system further includes an aperture stop disposed in 
said housing substantially conjugate to said apex, in claim 156, wherein an operative position is 
achieved when said aperture stop is positioned substantially conjugate to said pupil and wherein 
eye viewing device is configured to facilitate both viewing of retina and electronic image 
capturing an image representing said retina, as claimed.
